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Ottawa, April 16—Owing to the eritical situation whieh has 
with some suddenness developed on the western front and 
which is likely to continue until the allied nations have mater- 
ially inereased the strength of their forces, the government of 
Canada, after the most careful consideration of all the cireum- 
stances and possible consequences, has reached the deision 
that it is not only desirable but absolutely essential that subst- 
antial reinforcements be secured for the Canadian expedition- 
ary forees without delay. 

In view of the emergency that has arisen it is now recognised 
that the additional men so urgently needed can not be secured 
within the time required through the ordinary system of the 
military service Act or of any system of individual selection. 
The government has therefore decided that the only way in 
which reinforcements can be secured in time and in sufficient 
numbers is by taking authority to order out for service all men 
of certain definite ages who are physically fit and to abolish 
all exemptions in the case of all men so ordered out. 

It is the intention to call out in the first instance unmarried 
men and widowers without children between the ages of 20 and 
28, both inelusive. It is believed that these young men can be 
spared with the least disturbance to agriculture and other es- 
sential industries. The calling out of the men of other ages 
under the proposed order-in-council must necessarily depend 
upon the exigencies of the war and the need for reinforcement. 

In the meantime the Military Service Act will continue im 
operation as to all men in Class 1, and as regards other classes 
under the act. The men of 19 will be required to register with- 
out delay. Every effort shall be made to speed up the work of 
the tribunals and appeal courts in dealing with the balance of 
exemption claims outside, of course, of the men called out un- 
der the new order 


In order that the government may have full power to deal with the 
situation as it may develop from time to time, parliament is asking 
to approve of the governor-in-council being given the necessary auth- 
ority to call out the men of any age in any class under the Military 
Service Act and abolish all exemptions in the case of any class so cal- 
led. 

The order-in-council not only makes all men now 19 years of age 
subject to the provisions of the Military Service act, but also all oth- 
er young men as and when they attain 19 years of age. 

The order removes the exemption now enjoyed by officers and men 
who have served in the expeditionary force but who did not proceed 
further than Great Britain and have since returned to Canada and 
been discharged. They will be required to serve if physically fit 
when their class is called. . 

Certain treaties are now under negotiations with foreign govern- 
ments under which citizens of such governments residents in Canada 
may be made liable for Military Service. Where any such treaties 
are concluded the order-in-council gives the government the power 
to call out the citizens of such country for service as members of the 
Canadian expeditionary force in the same manner.as British subjects. 

The number of men the government is authorized to raise under the 
Military Service Act remains at 100,000. Whether or not parliament 
will be asked to increase the number before the house prorogues de- 
pends entirely upon development at the front, and the prospective 
need for reinforcements. The Minister of Militia is given authority to 
grant exemption in the class called to young men having relatives at 
the front. This is absolutely the only recognized ground for exemp- 
tion, it being considered that in view of the exigencies of the military 
situation there are no men in Canada between the ages of 20 and 21 
who are indispensible. ~" 

The following is a copy of the order in council amending the Mil- 
itary service Act which will be introduced in the Commons on Thurs- 
day as a resolution: 

Whereas, there is an immediate and urgent need of reinforcements 
for the Canadian expeditionary forces and the necessity for the rein- 
forcement admits of no delay. 

And whereas, it is deemed essential that notwithstanding the ex- 
emptions heretofore granted, a substantial number of men should be 
withdrawn forthwith from civil life for the purpose of serving in a 
military capacity. 

And, whereas, having regard to the number of men immediately re- 
quired and to the urgency of the demand, time does not permit of ex- 
amination by exemption tribunals for the value of civil life or the pos- 
ition of the individuals called to duty, 

Therefore, his extellency the governor-general-in-council, on the re- 
commendations of the right honorable, the prime minister, and under 
and by virtue of the powers conferred on the governor-in-council by the 
War Measures Act, 1914, and otherwise is pleased to make the. foilow- 
ing regulations which shall come into force as soon as approved by re- 
solution of both houses of parliament and same are hereby made and 
enacted accordingly. 

Regulations: 

1. In these regulations (a) “minister” shall mean the minister of 
militia~and defence; (b) “act” shall mean the Military Service Act, 
1917. 7 

2. Class 1 under the act shall, in addition to the men included there- 
in as the said act mentioned, include all men who (a) are British sub- 
jects; and, (b) are not within the classes of persons described in the 
exceptions mentioned in the schedule of the act; and (c) have attained 
the age of 19 years, but were born on or since 13 October 1897, and 
(d) are unmarried or wdowers without children; and, (e) are residents 
in Canada. 

3. Class 2 under the Military Service act 1917, shall in addition to 
the men included therein as in the said act mentioned, include all men 
who(a) are British subjects and (b.) are not within classes of persons 
described in the exceptoins mentioned in the schedule to the said act; 
and (c) have attained the age of 19 years and were born since Oct. 13 
1897, and (d) are married or widowers with children; and (e) are res 
idents in Canada. 

4. The words “in any theatre of actual war” in the fifth exception 
in the schedule to the act shall not be the high seas of Great Britain 
or Ireland, and the said exception shall be interpreted accordingly. 

5. The governor-general-in-council may direct orders to report for 
duty to issue to men in any class under the act of any named age or 
ages, or who were born in named years or any named year or part of 
a year, and any exemption heretofore granted to any man of such 
named age or year of birth shall cease from and after noon of the day 
upon which he is ordered so to report, and no claim of exemption by 
or in respect of any man shall be entertained or considered after the 
issue to him of such order, provided however, that the minister may 
grant leave of absence without pay to any man by reason of the death, 
disablement or service of other members of the same family while on 
on active service in any theatre of the actual war 

6. The age stated in any claim for exemption made by or in behalf 


of any man or in any other document signed by man shall be conclus 
ive evidence as against him of bis age and year of birth 

7. The minister may, from time to time, direct that no orders to re 
port for duty be issued to men who have been examined by military 
medical boards and placed in such medical categorys as are specified 


in such direction 

& All inen included in class one, by virtue of the provisions of these 
regulations, shall report tu the registrar or deputy registrar under the 
act as required by proclamation; they shall be subject to military law 
as in proclamation set forth, but shall in event of their failing to re 
port, be liable to penalties specified in the act and the regulations there 
under 

9. (a) Any inan now unmarried, Who at any time hereafter attains 
the age of 19 years and is then a Uritish subject resident in Canada 
and not within one of the exceptions in the schedule to the act, shall 
and (bb) and any man who, having attained the age of 19 years, being 
then a British subject resident as aforesaid, and not within one of the 
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exceptions in the schedule of the act, becomes a widower without chil- 
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on active service, forthwith hecome subject to military law.and shall 
within ten (10) days thereafter report to the registrar under the act 
for the province or the part of a province in which he resides, He 
shall be placed.on active service as provided by the act, by the regu- 
lations thereunder or by these fegulations, and shall, until so placed 
be deenféd to be on leave of absence. 

10. Where under or purstiant to any treaty or convention with any 
foreign country provision is now or may hereafter be made that the 
subjects of such government or the citizens of such country resident 
in Canada may be made liable by law to military service, such’ cit- 
izens or subjects of such government or country may be called out 
by proclamation and shall report, be liable to military law and be 
p'aced on active setvice as may be specified in said proclamation or 
in the act or the regulations thereunder

Ottawa, April 18—The imperative 
-hecessity for an increase wheat crop 
this year to avert famine is the subj- 
ect of a special message of the Hon. 
T. A. Crerar, minister of agriculture 
to the farmers. ‘ 
The acreage, he says, must be in- 


creased, and every field capable of 


growing wheat must be planted, 

The Message reads. 

“Let me again draw the attention 
of. the farmers 6f Canada to the grave 

Freed of planting every acre of land in 
wheat that is in shape to grow it. The 
need will be very great. I know from 
practical experience the difficulties 
thousands of our farmers are up ag- 
ainst, through the trouble they have in 
getting suitable farm labor. 

“Tiere should not be a man idle in 
Canada teday who is physically fit to 
work. The law against idleness 
should be enforced, the same as any 
other Jaw. With such help as is to 
hand, by better planning and more 
co-operation between neighbors we 
must make up the deficiency. The 
news that comes daily of that awful 
grim struggle now being fought in 
France and Flanders brings home to 
us clearly and unmistakably this fact

human liberty is still in the balance.

ONE BIG GUN SILENCED 

With the French Armies April 18— 
The new York Times correspondent 
visited today a battery of heavy art- 
illery whose target was the the Ger- 
man guns that are bombarding Par- 
is, The French know to a yard the 
situation of the latter which are sit- 
uated on the spurs of low hills on the 
Laon-La-Fere railroad, a few miles 
northwest of the town first named. 

As early as October French Air- 
men brought word of big gun empla- 
cements in this locality but it was then 
supposed that they were the positions 
for cannon to be used against Sois- 
sons. Three months ago prisoners 
spoke of the ‘ein-kolosale-Kanone,’ 
which was going to shell Paris. 

The officer in charge of the counter- 
battery operations showed me a map 
in relief, giving the exact position of 
the super-cannon. Air photographs of 
later date showed the effect of the 
French fire, which has already put 
one of the monsters out of action, two 
shells having fallen on the barrel. 

It is stated that these guns are nin- 
ety six feet long. At the moment of 
firing other big guns let fly simultan- 
eously, to confuse the French, and a 
smoke screen is emitted in the vicinity 
to the pieces from aircraft. Up to 
yesterday there had been no firing 
at night, lest flashes show location 
of the cannon. How necessary this 
precaution is may be illustrated by my 
experience last night, when I saw the 
whole northern sky constantly lit up 
by the guns on the eighty mile front 
of the German offensive. 

Directly one of the long range guns 
fires on Paris the counter-battery re- 
ceives a message and responds im- 
mediately. As I approached the coun- 
ter battery---the Germans had been

French shell fell plumb on an im- 
portant main line, which was blocked 
for a whole day---and that at a time 
when rapid transport was essential to 
the Germans. 

A French officer admitted the diffi- 
culty of obtaining absolute accuracy 
at a range of ten miles but assured 
me that it was only a question of time 
before all three super-cannon were 
destroyed.

Ottawa, April 18.—Following is the 
full text of new measures promulgat- 
ed Tuesday in the form of an order- 
in-council which received the assent

1—It shall be an offense: 

(a) To print, publish or publicly ex- 
press an adverse or unfavorable sta- 
tement, report or opinioh coneerning 
the cause of the present war or the 
motives or purposes for which Can- 
ada or the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland or any of the al- 
lied nations entered upon or prosecute 
the same, which may tend to arouse 
hostile feeling, create unrest or un- 
settle or inflame the public feeling. 

(b) To print, publish, or publicly 
express any adverse or unfavorable 
statement, report or opinion concern- 
ing the action of Canada, the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
or any allied nation in prosecuting 
the war. 

(c) To print or give public expres- 
sion to any false statement or report 
of any department, branch or officer 
of the public service or the service 
or activities of Canada’s military or 
naval forces, which may tend to in-

forces in the prosecution of the war.
